THE DIRECTORS, with few 
exceptions, 
believed 
that 
the 
contributors have 
a 
right 
to 
determine when canvasses are 
to be made and how funds are 
to be gathered. It was felt that 
the mandate received from com­ 
munity organizations sponsoring 
the chest idea, required an all- 
out effort to introduce efficien­ 
cy and fairness in the collection 
of funds. 


HOWEVER, PRESENT plans 
contemplate that the budget will 
include appropriations for 
all 
local agencies, including Scouts 
and a number of the national 
ones. 
It will also include a 
fund for polio. 
The campaign committee 
is 
confident that a successful ap­ 
peal can be completed 
the 
end of this month and members 
of local organizations will be 
relieved of repeated canvassing. 
Announcement of the agencies 
to 
which 
Community 
Chest 
funds will be allocated will be 
announced next week. 
In the 
meantime, the supplies for the 
solicitors are being prepared and 
the all-city canvass will start 
Oct. 20 as originally planned.

Mrs. A. C. Peters, chairman of 
the drive, said, “We are doing 
everything in our power to reach 
the goal, but the people them­ 
selves are the only ones who can 
make that become a reality.

of war. 
The unit was last seen near 
the small town of Sodochon, Ko­ 
rea. 
It is in a remote section 
and the army has

complications in trying to gather 
information concerning the miss­ 
ing men.

There is no second chance in a home fire ■ ■ • no time 
to wish you had remembered a few simple rules for 
preventing fires. Don’t smoke in bed . , , Don't over­ 
load your wiring system ■ ■. Be careful with electrical 
appliances and use cleaning fluids that don't explode. 


Twelve 
local 
fire depart­ 
ments published in last weeks 
issue suggestions about lire 
prevention. 
This week is Na­ 
tional Fir# Prevention Week. 
AU 
families 
with 
children 
should read cartfully 
these 
further suggestions. 
Nearly 4,000 children die in 
fires each year. Thousands more 
are maimed and disfigured. 
Never leave matches where 
children can find them. 
Put 
them in a metal container on a 
high shelf. 
Never leave children locked in 
a house, unattended. 
Arrange 
for a mature, dependable baby­ 
sitter to stay with the children 
while you’re away—and give the 
baby-sitter specific instructions 
on what to do in case of a fire. 
In selecting clothing for your 
children, 
avoid 
flimsy, 
fast- 
burning materials. 
Make certain that candles are 
never used at children’s parties. 
Don’t allow children to play 
near bonfires. 
If a fire does start in your 
home, there ar® two very im­ 
portant things to do immediate­ 
ly: 
1. Get everybody out of the 
house. 
2. Call the 
fire department. 
(See page 2 of your telephone 
directory.) 
Approximately 10,000 Ameri­ 
cans die in fire each year. Many 
of those deaths are caused by 
panic. On the other hand, each 
year many people 
apparently 
trapped by flames manage to 
save their lives because they un­ 
derstood what to do and what 
not to do in case of fire. 
What to do: 
Be prepared. Recognizing the 
possibility of fire in your home, 
decide now how you would be 
able to save your life if you 


awoke 
tonight 
and 
smelled 
smoke. 
Figure out two possible routes 
to the ground from any upstairs 
bedrooms. 
It is unlikely that 
both escape routes would be cut 
off by flames during the early 
part of the fire. 
If a fire starts, arouse every­ 
one in the house by making as 
much noise as possible. Make it 
your first duty to get everyone 
out of the house. 
Call the fire department im­ 
mediately. 
What not to do: 
Do not rush out into the hall­ 
way immediately if you smell 
smoke. 
First make this little 
test: Place the palm of 
your 
hand against the door. 
If the 
door feels hot to your hand, that 
hallway is already filled with 
deadly heated gases. 
In that 
case, either escape through the 
window—if 
you 
are 
on 
the 
ground floor—or wait at 
the 
window for rescue by the fire 
department. 
Arouse people by 
shouting; if there’s a phone in 
your room, use it to turn in an 
alarm immeditely. 
If the door does not feel hot, 
open it slightly. 
Hold head 
away, brace door with foot. Put 
hand across opening to test heat 
of air. 
If hallway appears safe, 
use the already planned exit.

Dear Peg: 
Just before Bridget was born, it seemed as if 
I ran across so many articles dealing with the 
E 
roblem of jealousy—an emotion quite likely to 
e felt by the child toward a new baby in the 
household. I ignored most of the articles, or, if 
anything, glossed over them, thinking that we 
would never have that problem. 
I had always 
been very demonstrative in my interest in and 
love for Megan, and I felt that if I continued to 
be, there would be no reason for her to resent a 
newcomer in our home. 
However, had I been more aware of Megan’s 
reaction to the baby—even upon their first meet­ 
ing at the hospital, when Megan, her pert little 
face sobered by incomprehension, ignored me and

DURING THE first month, we didn’t notice 
any particular personality change in Megan — 
probably because Mother devoted most of her 
time entertaining and amusing her, and by do­ 
ing so, gave her the feeling that she was still the 
focal point of attention. But, as soon as “Nana” 
left; Megan began frequently waking up at night 
and calling me, wanting to sit on my lap during 
the day and “be a baby” and absolutely fawning 
on Bridget, often repeating, “I love you, 
little 
sistuh” or, “What a cute litle baby.” 
She also 
began to talk more loudly and to try intensely to 
attract attention by singing, 
dancing, 
or just 
“making faces!” 
Needless to say, I realized by this time that, 
although I had continued to assure her of our 
love by talking to her, reading to her, walking 
with her and playing with her just as much as 
ever, our little girl was not as happy as she 
should have been. 
I began to look up some of 
those articles on “jealousy.” 
NOW, PEG, I have found that books 
and 
columns written about child training and care 
must, of necessity, be written in a very general 
way and certainly not every suggestion will work 
for every child. For instance, “the books” say to 
let the child join in the many duties that must 
be performed for the baby, such as “changing,” 
feeding and bathing. Megan has had very little 
desire to help with any of these tasks. If I sug­ 
gest that she help me, by getting Bridget’s food 
from the pantry shelf, her retort was quite likely 


to be, “Feed me first!” 
Or, if I asked her if 
she would like to bring a clean diaper for Bridget 
to me from the bathinette shelf, she would either 
answer, “No,” or go to the shelf, find the diapers 
and “dress up” in them. 
Also, “the books” suggest letting the child be 
the first to show “her baby” to strangers. Megan 
has been reluctant to do this. Rather than take 
anyone in to see Bridget, she would much prefer 
to entertain the person with a dance or song. 
IT DIDN'T take long to realize that Megan 
was not going to react to many of “the books'” 
suggestions in the expected manner, so, facing 
the situation and doing a little reflecting on Me­ 
gan’s behavior, we proceeded on our own. 
Bridget now plays a minor role in our home. 
Her daily routine is treated with utmost casual­ 
ness. 
When it’s time for her to be fed, I ask 
Megan if she would like a cookie or a glass of 
milk, and if she remains nearby, we converse a- 
bout anything but the baby. I go about the task 
of bathing or “changing” Bridget in the same 
manner as I would my other household chores, 
again directing my attention to Megan and never 
soliciting aid from her (unless, of course, 
she 
makes the overture). 
WE USED to insist that she was a (most de­ 
sirable) “big girl,” although she protested that 
she was “a baby.” Now we let her be “a baby” 
whenever she pleases, which means' putting a 
baby dress on over her overalls, occasionally be­ 
ing carried to and from her bed and, while nest­ 
ling in my arms, pretending not to be able to 
talk! I am happy to say that the “baby idea” is 
rapidly fading—I think due to the fact that, al­ 
though we went along with it, we never showed 
any special interest in or enthusiasm 
for 
the 
game. 
If anyone visits us who has not seen the 
baby, w e wait until they make the suggestion, 
rather than we, or rather than urging Megan to 
show us her baby sister. 
Judging from the improvement in Megan’s 
behavior and attitude toward us, I think our plan 
has been successful. 
You can imagine how de­ 
lighted I was when, a few days ago, Megan came 
running into the kitchen, and speaking with ur­ 
gency in her voice said, “Mama, Mama, Bridget’s 
crying—come pick her up!”

Proposed Changes In Revenue 
Amendment Before Voters Nov. 4 


This is the third of four articles dealing with the proposed 
am en d m en t to the state constitution. The amendments are being 
advanced by many civic bodies. 
However, individuals and other groups think that it would 
give to the state legislature too big*a blank check. Read the 
articles appearing in this department and you can make your 
own decision. 
In Favor... 
Proposed revision of 
Section 
2 of Article IX of the Constitu­ 
tion to be voted on November 4 
is first devoted to 
recognizing 
the true taxing powers of 
the 
General Assembly, but the great­ 
est popular interest in the Sec­ 
tion lies in its last clause — 
The general 
assembly 
“shall 
not levy or authorize the levy of 
a graduated income tax.” 
Actually, a flat income tax is 
permitted in the present Con­ 
stitution and practically 
every 
tax now available for State use 
is really a gross income tax. 
No state in the country uses 
the flat income tax, which 
our 
Constitution permits; they 
do 
use the graduated income 
tax, 
which these revisions would out­ 
law. 
Adoption of this proposal 
would give Illinois a unique pro­ 
tection. 
It represents the prom­ 
ise made to many who ultimate­ 
ly supported the 
Gateway 
A- 
mendment, but at first 
feared 
that it really meant “gateway to 
state income taxes.” SJR 17, cre­ 
ating the Arrlington committee, 
expressly suggested 
that 
this 
graduated income tax be prohib­ 
ited. 
The 
question 
then 
arises, 
Could we have a flat tax with 
an exemption o t say, $1,000. 
Robert S. Cushman, chairman 
of the Joint Committee for the 
Revenue Amendment and presi­ 
dent of the Civic Federation of 
Chicago, says, “Such a tax (flat 
with exemption) would unques­ 
tionably violate Section 2 on two 
grounds: first, the tax would not 
be uniform as to class, 
and 
second, such a tax would plain­ 
ly be a graduated income 
tax 
within the meaning of Section 
2.” 
. 
The earlier part of Section 2 
would recognize the General As­ 
sembly’s negd to levy such other 
kinds of taxes as it may deem 
necessary and even call a spade 
a spade. This is intended to re­ 
move uncertainty about the non- 
property tax provisions of 
the 
present Article under which the 
Illinois Supreme Court recognizes 
only three kinds of taxes other 
than 
real 
estate: 
occupation, 
privilege and franchise. 
When we tax gasoline now, it 
is actually a tax on the “privi­ 
lege” of using the highways; or 
cigarettes, it is a tax on the re­ 
tailer’s “occupation” of his prem­ 
ises. 
Illinois taxes are not now 
what they seem. 
Proposed Section 2 would per­ 
mit the General Assembly, if it 
desired, to pass a true sales tax 
based upon the transaction, not 
upon the occupation of selling at 
retail; it might then eliminate 
the sales tax on food as Cali­ 
fornia has done. 
It could enact 
a use tax to protect Illinois .mer­ 
chants and manufacturers from 
outside competition, or a sev­ 
erance tax on minerals or oils 
taken from the ground. 
The final section of this series 
will appear next week.

peeler 
for 
restaurants,

H idden m otive—more taxes 
Whenever such an 
important 
document as a tried and 
true 
Constitution is up for 
review 
and alteration, it is of the ut­ 
most importance that the motives 
which cause the changes to be 
considered should be very care­ 
fully examined. This is particu­ 
larly true when, as in the case 
of the suggested 
amendments, 
the tax raising provisions of the 
Constitution are to be changed 
in a very basic and over-all fash­ 
ion. Careful analysis of the pro­ 
posed revenue amendment leads 
us to the inescapable conclusion 
that the basic objective 
is 
to 
raise more funds from the tax­ 
payers of Illinois. 
While there are a number of 
sections to be amended in Ar­ 
ticle IX, as mentioned 
above, 
there are two important sections 
which should be considered. One 
of these—Section I—would elim­ 
inate the uniformity clause under 
which the State has been oper­ 
ating, and substitute for 
that 
uniformity clause a program of 
classification of property. 
The 
other section—Section 2—would 
grant authority to the General 
Assembly to add many other new 
types of taxes, including a flat 
income tax. 
As stated in the brochure re­ 
cently issued by 
Secretary 
of 
State Edward J. Barrett, cover­ 
ing the amendments to be sub­ 
mitted to the voters on Novem­ 
ber 4: “ . . . The 
amendment 
would permit a classified prop­ 
erty tax based on the nature 
and characteristics of the prop­ 
erty. 
This is expected to allow 
tax rates which are not confis­ 
catory and which should result 
in greater tax yields.” Regarding 
Section 2, it is stated in this of­ 
ficial publication that it “ . . . 
permits the levying of miscellan­ 
eous types of taxes except that 
a graduated income tax is ex­ 
pressly prohibited. 
This would 
allow the 
General 
Assembly, 
through a so-called “use” tax, to 
prevent evasion of the present 
Retailers’ Occupation Tax 
and 
also would allow the exemption 
of food sales from that tax.” 
There is certainly good rea­ 
son to believe that 
the 
State 
Administration very much 
de­ 
sires additional taxes. 
A quick 
look at the over-all expenditures 
by the State over the recent fis­ 
cal years will point this up. 
Based upon a per capita com­ 
putation, using the 
population 
figure for 1950 of 8.7 million for 
Illinois, the per capita increase 
in expenditures has risen from 
$31 in 1946 to $65 in 1951. 
It 
must be remembered that 
the 
State of Illinois, despite the rec­ 
ord level dollar volume of sales, 
is depleting its surplus steadily. 
In other words, 
the 
level 
of 
spending is greater than the lev­ 
el of earning. 
If the level 
of 
spending is maintained, the State 
will certainly need increased in­ 
come to maintain its present lev­ 
el of operations. 
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# OCTOBER 
October and October’s "bright 
blue weather” have been

Prevention Week 


The week beginning October 
5 has been designated as fire 
prevention week bv a proclama­ 
tion of President Harry S. Tru­ 
man. 
“Destructive fires continue to 
take an enormous toll of life and 
property despite the compelling 
need for the conservation of 
our human and natural resources 
in order to strengthen the de­ 
fense of the Nation,” the Presi­ 
dent declared. 
“A more concerted and wide­ 
spread effort to prevent such 
fires must be made during the 
coming year if the lives of ap­ 
proximately 11,000 of our citi­ 
zens are to be spared, and the 
suffering and disability of many 
thousands more prevented.

"I URGE EVERY MAN, wom­ 
an and child in this great coun­ 
try to contribute to the nation­ 
wide effort to strengthen the 
United States by accepting a 
personal 
responsibility 
in the 
never-ending campaign to save 
life and property by preventing 
destructive fires. * 
Records of the national fire 
prevention association show that 
farm fires cause a loss of over 
$122,000,000 each year. 
Farm 
fires also cause the deaths of 
more than 3,500 farm people 
each year, and more than 29 
per cent of all deaths caused by 
fire are in rural areas.

ELIMINATION of just four of 
the most common hazards on 
farms would cut farm fire loss 
in 
half, 
says the association. 
These four are unsafe stove and 
furnace installations, inadequate 
lightning protection, sparks on 
combustible 
roofs 
and 
unsafe 
wiring. 
Experience with farm fires has 
shown that many such fires re­ 
sult in total loss. Only about 50 
per cent of the loss is covered 
by insurance, the other 50 per 
cent is a direct loss to the far­ 
mer. The cost of insurance pro­ 
tection can be greatly reduced if 
all farmers will cooperate to 
eliminate farm fire hazards.

Farmers Can Grow 


Enough Food For 


Next 50 Years 


Chtrles B. Shuman, president 
of the Illinois Agricultural As­ 
sociation, predicted farmers can 
grow enough food and fibre to 
feed and clothe the country’s in­ 
creasing population adequately 
for the next 40 to 50 years. 
Technological 
advance* 
will 
bear the brunt of the job of pro­ 
viding enough food in the next 
several decades to feed an es­ 
timated 
193,000,000 people by 
1975, he said. 
Population in 
1953 is estimated at 153 million 
persons. 
Significantly, the IAA presi­ 
dent said the additional 4o,000,- 
000 mouths will consume food 
raised from the same or fewer 
acres 
than 
American 
farmers 
now 
have 
under 
cultivation. 
The IAA is the state-wide farm 
bureau organization with more 
than 191,000 farm families as 
members. 
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FAR FROM BEING a “gloom 
spreader,” Shuman reported that 
American farmers have increas­ 
ed production 25 per cent in 
the period from 1940-1950. 
“This production record is un­ 
equalled when it is considered 
that farmers achieved these re­ 
sults with the same amount of 
land and with a smaller labor 
force,” he continued. 
New fertilizer techniques, new 
methods of fighting insects, new 
ways of controlling diseases and 
new methods of animal nutri­ 
tion are but some of the means 
bv which farmers can be count­ 
ed upon to supply enough food 
and fibre for more and more 
people, Shuman asserted. 
Looking into the future, the 
farm 
bureau 
president 
said 
some day salt-free water from 
the ocean might be used to ir­ 
rigate land areas where there is 
little or no rainfall. 
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GETTING SALT out of sea 
water and making practical use 
of the water in irrigation proj­ 
ects is the type of problem 
scientists are constantly work­ 
ing on, he continued. 
“There’s 
no 
mystery 
about 
production,” 
he 
said, 
adding 
that “Science can devise bet­ 
ter ways of doing things but it 
takes organizations such as the 
extension service to educate far­ 
mers and the public into using 
the results of research.” 
The second U. S. wheat crop, 
1,298,000,000 bushels, was har­ 
vested this summer. 
Com, esti­ 
mated at 3.185,000,000 bushels for 
the U. S., will be a large crop. 


Reformed Weed Killer 
Aids Tomatoes 


The potent weed-killing chem­ 
ical 2,4-D may take on a new 
usefulness. Ordinary 2,4-D kills 
not only weeds, but also some 
cultivated plants, such as toma­ 
toes, says farm Adviser Carl F. 
Mees. 
But according to a U. S. de­ 
partment 
of 
agriculture 
an­ 
nouncement, researchers have re­ 
cently worked out a 
modified 
2,4-D product by combining 2, 
4-D chemically with certain a- 
mino acids. 
Instead of damag­ 
ing tomato plants, this new ma­ 
terial has caused fruit to “set” 
and tomatoes to develop without 
pollination. 
The fruits are big­ 
ger and better than those from 
untreated plants. 
Field tests are being planned 
to back up the controlled green­ 
house experiments, to learn what 
these new findings may mean 
to the commercial grower.

The automatic pin spotter, as 
ingenious device as ever hit the 
sports scene, will soon make its 
appearance in Milwaukee. A full 
24 alley spread of the bowling 
machines is scheduled for in­ 
stallation at the Strachota-Mil- 
shore establishment by the mid­ 
dle of December. 
After installation costs, opera­ 
tion of the spotter is absorbed 
by the bowlers on a percentage- 
per-game basis. The bowler pays 
for each game through a coin 
slot-meter arrangement by which 
the manufacturer extracts its 
share for the machine’s work and 
leaves the rest for the operator, j 
« • • 
THE SPOTTER, first intro­ 
duced in 1946 as a cumbersome, 
noisy giant of more than a ton, 
weighs about half a ton in its 
present streamlined body and 
almost without operational flaws. 
Field tests for the last 18 
months show that time lost for 
repairs is negligible, with a 99 
4-10 operational record and 2 
hours 7 minutes as the over­ 
all averfge time consumed for 
three game league series. 
The series time is slower than 
the spotting done by a fast pin- 
boy, but it is faster than the 
work of an average boy. 
This season’s total installations 
will number only 192 spotters, 
with 18 machines set for Hous­ 
ton, Texas, and 24 in each of two 
Chicago plants to follow Mil- 
shore.
